BIG RACE OF THIS YEAR HAS ATTRACTED 
SEVENTY-FIVE NOMINATIONS. 



Campfire and Hoiirless Absentees, but North Star, 
Harry Kelly, Westy Hogan and Four of 
V/hitney Stars Are Entered. 



Eouisville. Ky.. February 10. — Seventy-five of tlie 
most roy.Mlly Iired tliorouglibreds of tlie iiatio!i have 
bi'eii nanie<t to start in the forty-seeond Kentucky 
Kerlty. ■>vhi<-li will iw r<in May HI at (■liurcliill 
Kowns. Of the si*venty-five forty-tliree are from 
the east, the stables of Hiirry Payne Whitney, A. 
K. Ma<-onilM-r. Ainlrew Miller. .lames Butler, t'. K. 
<J. Billinas and others of note beinc in the list. 
One-third, or twent.v-five of the nominees are im- 
liorted. the international ansle in the race being 
«‘ven more imalominant tlian last .vear. .\11 of the 
imported horses but one comes from England. There 
is one French -bred colt in the list, I^a Chevesue, 
which is naiiK'd by A. K. Macomber. 

A. K. Macomlx'r, whose stable ranks second to 
none in the countr.v. is the heaviest nominator, he 
having seven strings to his 1k)w. The diief ar- 
row in his (luiver is the three-year-old North 
Star, for wliich Mr. Macomber i)aid a big price 
with the idea of winning the 1917 Kentucky Derby. 

There is some regret over the fact that two of 
the eastern cracks were not named. Hourless, the 
B<dmont star and Campfire, leading money- winning 
two-year-olds of lUld. are not in the list. Hour- 
less, it is said, would hardly come to hand in time 
for the big race and owner Wilson was unwilling 
to begin so earl.v on Campfire in trying to get him 
in trim for a gruelling race over a mile and a 
tpiarter route so earl.v in the year. However, the 
race l>as the earmarks of being tlie greatest in its 
histor.v and manager M. .1. Winn, who is now in the 
east hsiking after the interests of tlie Laurel and 
other <-ourM‘s lie has under his can', is liighly 
elated over the prospect of one of the greatest con- 
tests ever witnessed among thrcc-year-olds in the 
west. 

Mr. Whitney Names Four. 

Harr.v Payne Whitney, wlio is the onl.v owner to 
ever score in the Krntuck.v Derby with a filly. 
Regret, has four in the race. He named Hwfa, 
Bellringer, Tumbler and Rickety. These four are 
high-ilass ones and Mr. Whitney has holies of re- 
peating his 191,0 conquest. 

Andrew Miller will send Ticket to Kentuck.v early 
in the season to lie prepared for the big race. He 
lias enjoyed only fair racing luck in Kentucky, but 
he believes that in Ticket he has a three-year-old 
that will be able to carry weight and go a long 
route witli the Is-st of them. 

C. K. Billings, whose entr.v into the thorougli- 
bred world caused a good deal of caustic comment 
from trotting horsemen, who hated to see liini tak- 
ing interest in any other branch of the sport, has 
four in the race. He and Frederick .Tohnson are 
interested in t.'ie quartet, wliich will race under 
colors here this spring. The best one of them 

is said to be Omar Kha.vyain. a chestnut colt by 
Marco. This son of JIarco lias worked faster at 
New Orleans than any of the horses there have run 
in tlieir races. 

Kentuck.v is well rejire.seuted in the race. Mid- 
way, Berlin. Westy Hogan and a few otliers of less 
note, have been named. Of them West.v Hogan 

and Midway are most frequently mentioned by the 
railbirds as having more than a passing cliance to 
score in the rich stake. 

.lolin W. Si'horr. who has owned and raced one 
of the leading stables in America for man.v years, 
has his Fltimus colt, Harr.v Kelley, in the list. 
'f|iis youngster, since he has been broken of his 
bad acting at the iKist. looms up as a dangerous 
contender and the Tennessee iiorsemaii is in holies 
of winning tlie race. He iias had iiiicann.v luck 
in tile past in rich stakes. If Harry Kelly wins 
it will be the first lime for a Volunteer State horse 
to will the Derb.v since 191(1. when-Doiiau, owned 
b.v William Oerst. of Nashville, won it. 

Easterners Lucky in Recent Years. 

Since 1910 the east lias had better luck than the 
Kentuckians and other westerners in the big stake. 
That .vear Donaii won for (lerst, while in 1911 
Jleridiaii scored for R. F. Carman, and the east 
reiieated in 1911’ when Worth, the Ilallenlieck 
crack won. In 1913 Donerail. 91 to 1 sliot. beat 
tiie eastern crack Ten Point, and then in 1914 the 
little freak gelding Old Rosebud won witli ease in 
record time. That made it two in a row for Ken- 
tuck.v. Harr.v Payne Wliitney then shattered tra- 
dition in winning with Regret. In 191H .lohn San- 
ford, the -Viusterdam, N. _Y., turfman brought 
(ieorge Smith 'down from Hurricanna Stud and 
scored ill a mild drive with .Star Hawk from tiie 
Macomber stable. This year the race is even more 
open with North Star. Hwfa, Midway and Harry 
'Kidl.v enjo.ving favoritism. 

The addition of ^115.000 to the race this year by 
the New Louisville .lockey Club has jiroved a 
golden magnet with enough strength to draw the 
best in the nation. Colonel Winn ladieves he now 
has an ideal setting for the spring meeting at 
Churchill Downs. With several other rich stakes 
on the program it will be enougli to hold tlie 
stars in Kentuck.v to tlie conclusion of the meet- 
ings in Kentucky. 

Crant Hugh Browne, who has been cutting a wide 
swath of late in the turf world, is sending three 
to Kentucky to be prepared for the Derby. All 

three of them an- imiKirted and no line has been 
secured on their ability. 

tJeorge Wingfield, proprietor of tlie Nevada Stock 
Farm, is going to bring his star three-year-old to 
Kentuck.v this siiring. He has named .Square .set 
ill the iterby and, if he runs up to expectations, 
doubtless will make a creditable showing. 

.4 half dozen fillies were named in the 1917 
llerby, forty-s»weu colts and eighteen geldings.

SARATOGA ASSOCIATION STAKE RACES. 



Twenty-One Events to Close for Entries March 
12, with Increases Over Last Year. 



'I'lie Saratoga .\ssoeiation has announced its 
usual big list of stakes to be run next August. 
’I'lie.v close for entries March 12 and arc every - 
tiling tliat tlie most exacting iiorseman could de- 
sire. 'Pile association lias been especially lilieriil. 
and money for the Saratoga Cup next August will 
lie $3.<MK). which is $1,(KK> more than last year. 
Officials of the Saratoga Association hsve followed 
the lead of the Westchester Racing Asswiatioii in 
making tlie Alabama and Travers stakes futurity 
events. 'Pliese arc for tlirce-ycar-olds, and in ad- 
dition to tlie entries for next August, closing on 
March 12. the entries for tliesc rais's, to be run 
in 191S and 1919. will close at the same time. 
Both events have Ism’II changed from added money 
to guaranteed races. ’Tlie .Mabama, wliicli is for 
fillies, will lie worth !?."i.(KI0 tins year, !j!7..’»<N) in 
191S and SIO.IHKI in 1919. 'I’lie 'lYavers will be 
worth :j!7,0(IO this year. ^lO.OOtl in 1918 iiiul $12,.’i00 
in 1919. 'Pile distance of the Alabama has been 
iiKTeascd from a mile and an eighth to a mile and 
a quarter. 

'Pile Saratoga Siieidal, wliicli was instituted b.v the 
late William C. Wliilne.v with the idea of making 
it tlie ricliest sweepstakes in tlie country, will be 
greatly increased. Originally it called for a sub- 
scription of .<1,000. but this was cut down in recent 
.years to S2.'i0. For the next running the subscriji- 
tioa will be .$3(10, so tliat it will be doubled in 
value.

SlKHiting Star and Ninety Simplex, finislied one, 
two. in the Cienfnegos Handicap, today’s feature 
at Oriental Park. They were lieavily backed at 
even monc.v ami the first named won in a canter, 
five lengths separating liini from liis stable eom- 
panioii. Yorkville sliowcd k«*en speed for tliree- 
eiglitlis, tiien retired hadly iH-aten at the fiiiisli. 

Tlie races were run over a liiniii.v, slow track, and 
several of the winners had long margins to spare 
at tlie finish. Tlie Ix'st contest of tlie afteriUKUi 
cani<“ witli the niiining of the first race, in wliicli 
the Cuban-owned Marhleliead lieat Little Wonder 
b.v a neck. 

“Father” Bill Daly gathered another purse with 
the Ethelbert colt. Fonctiouiiaire. which won the 
fifth race from the odds-on favorite. .lesse ,Tr. 

Previous to tin* races tlie Oriental baseball team 
defeated the White Sox in a twelve inning game 
by a score of 3 to 2. 

Among the arrivals tmla.v was L. B. Carraro of 
Cincinnati, who will remain a couple of weeks tak- 
ing in the races. 

Ed Garrison, winner of the third race, was 
hid n)> from .$7(M) to $1 .tK)3 b.v I'. S. Wishard. 
owner of Old Man Crit, which finished second, but 
was retained. 

Frank iloore Vi'as an arrival from New Orleans. 

.lockey Rowan was fined $23 and snsiiended for 
five days for rougli riding in tlie sixth x’ace 
Frida.v. 

LEXINGTON STAKES HAVE FILLED WELL. 



Judge Shelloy Reports All Horses at Kentucky 
Tracks in Good Health. 



Lexington. K.v.. Kidiruar.v 10. — Stakes for the 
Keiituckj- Ast-iocia lion’s spring meeting of eleven 
days, beginning April 28. closed today. .Secretary 
G. D. Wilson said the entries are coming in satis- 
factoril.v. He also announced that 114 two-year- 
olds are eligible to tlie Breeders’ Futurity, wliicli is 
to be mil next fall. 

Judge William H. Shelley, who as usual is to be 
the Kentuck.v AssiK’iatioii’s racing secretary for 1917, 
came to Lexington from I.ouisville today and vis- 
ited tile track. He will begin the preparation of 
ills itrograni Ixsik about April I. 

“'Po me till- prospects for racing.” said he. 
“iie\er leoked iietter. It seems like the local track 
will again be taxed to its capacity. There are 
pleiit.v of horses and pleiit.v of good ones. 'I'he 
Beil Ali Hundieap. a new event for three -.year -olds 
and over, will furnish a good line on the Camden 
Handicap. It will be quite as attractive as the 
Camden, to which it is a preliminary. It also is 
likely to attraet candidates for the Kentucky Derby, 
since it will be a good spot for a man to get a 
line on bis tliree-ycar-old. I find that there is 
not a .sick horse among tlie 2(il liere aud every 
one is ready to go galloping ns soon as tlie weather 
will |H-rmit. 'Pile liealtli of the hors*-s at Douglas 
Park and Clinrchill Downs is us good as it is here, 
uot a sick horse.” 



LATONIA’S BIG RACE OF THE FUTURE. 



Championship Stakes to Be at a Mile and Three- 
Quarters at Weight for Age. 



To tlie credit of tlie laitonia Jockey Club, it lias 
alwa.vs maintained the Latoniii Derby at its correct 
distance of a mile and a lialf and. in doing so. lias 
kept in sight tliat one of tlie main functions of 
.1 racing organization, is to contribute to the im- 
provement of tlie stamina of tlie breed of Iiorses. 
Following its traditional line of action in the es- 
tablishment of a new stake race for three-year- 
olds of great value, it has made the distance of tlie 
Latoiiia Championshiit Stakes one aud three-quarters 
miles, approximately tlie distance of tlie Doncaster 
St. Is’ger. Kurtheriiiore. manager .lolin Haclimeis- 
ter lias shown liis accustomed wisdom in adopting 
tlie n'comiiieiidatioii of the 'Tlioroiighlired Horse 
Association, h.v making it a weiglit-for-age race. 
The liorscs will run on tliHr merits without pen- 
alties or allowances. 'Tliis is as it .should lie in the 
case of a rac<‘ of tlie imiiortance and value of tliis 
great race of tlie future. 

'Ph<‘ five gretit classics of England arc all weight - 
for-age races. 'Plie lesson of histor.v in their case 
is tliat I'ccanse a fine tliree-.vear-old wins tlie 
Two 'Plionsand Guineas, it b.v no nieans fidlows tliat 
it will win tlie Epsom Derb.v. And man.v a Derby 
winner lias gone down in defeat in tlie St. Leger. 
When in tlie antiimn of 1919 tlie Latonia Cliampion- 
ship Stakes reaches the ixiiiit of decision, it is sure 
to be contested b.v the cream of the three-.vear-olds 
of that .vear, with the probability tliat none of them 
has then-tofore l«>en raced over a distance so great 
us it will lie called on to travel at high speed on 
tliat momentnons day, tlie possibility being tliat in 
tile outcome the “glorious uncertainty” may be il- 
lustrated by tlie triumph of some overlooked three- 
year-old. as frequently happened in the case of 
the American Derb.v. 

Autumn Good Time for the Race. 

It is a good and sagacious thing tliat Mr. Hacli- 
meistcr made this an autumn race. At that time 
tliere are few races of value for tiirec-year-olds 
aud tills big filing will focus attention from all 
quarters. It will be talked about and written 
alMUif until racing pilgrims from all over tlie <-oiin- 
try will journey to I.mtonia to witness its deeisioii. 
it is pcrfeetl.v safe to prediet that its ruiiiiiiig 
will lx“ viewed b.v sueli au assenildage as "Fair 
Latoiiia” lias never entertained. 

'Pile estimated value of tlie stakes is still put 
at $4().0(M) ami tiie winner’s sliare will lx* well 
above tlie $30,000 mark. Nominators of horses in 
the money will share $1,750 of the stakes. $1.(KM) 
going to the nominator of the winner, $.3<M) to the 
nomiantor of tlie second horse tiiid $250 to the 
nominator of tlie third. 

President Jlyers and Jliinager Haclimeister were 
well pleased with tiie offer of tlie 'riioronghhred 
Horse Association to donate a cup valued at $1,<MM) 
to go to tlie winner, and it is believed that this 
action, more than anytliing else, caused tlic La- 
toiiia management to give tiie stakes as reiiuested 
b.v the association.

1, 1919. $1(M) eaeli; .$‘230 additional to start. One 
mile and three-quarters. Entries close on March 
1, 1917.

Sixteen horses are tfxi man.v for one race at the 
Fair Grounds as it makes accidents lialile to occur, 
esix»cially going to the first turn in a mile race, 
and twelve sliould be the limit b.v all means. This 
will lx* realized all too late after some rider lias 
been injured because of crowding on the turn — New 
Orleans Times- Picayune.

CAP AT NEW ORLEANS, 



Grumpy Finishes Second and Candle Third — Favor- 
ites Havo a Disastrous Day — Fine Weather 
and a Great Attendance. 



New Orleans, La.. February 10. — The Hotel 
Men’s Haiulieap of $4.(KMI gross value, of 
wliicb $2. 9(1.3 net went to tiie winner, and the sec- 
ond largest stake of the mwting, was taken h.v 
.Tefferson Idvingston’s Eiiglisli bred Colonel Vennto, 
with 'r. McTaggart in the saddle. Sixteen of tlie 
Ix’st racers in tliese iiarts made tlie contest and it 
was a wonderful field to lx> mustered together on 
a winter track. 'I’lie winner had Diamond as an 
aid, but the diminutive Jeffcott got the filly into 
a jam on tli<‘ first turn, when inevitable interfer- 
ence came as a result of tlie big field. This pre- 
cluded lier ix>ssibilit.v of being a ii.acemaker. wliicli 
she was intendiMl for. Dr. Carmen, liowever, aided 
Colonel Vennie, for be forced a fast pace, with 
Grunip.v and Colonel Vennie following. Tlie latter 
moved into tlie lead when approaching tlie stretcli 
turn and from there liome lie lield the race safe, 
winning b.v a little over a length from Grumpy, 
witli Candle tliird and Opportunity in fourth place. 
Grumpy received $.300 of the intrse. $300 went to 
Candle and Opportunity got $2tM>. 'The Livingston 
pair and Hauberk were joint favorites. Hauberk 
got involved in early trouble and failed to re- 
cover from it. 

Another record-breaking attendance was on hand 
tills afternoon to witness the sport. Weather con- 
ditions being ideal. The track, however, was still 
lieavy and liolding, favoring mud runners of tlie 
stnrciicr type and making tlie outer portion of the 
course, wliere the going was firmer, a coveted 
phUH? li.v all tlie jockeys. 

Favorites fared pixirly, most of tliem going down 
to defeat. The first upset of choices came in tlie 
second race, wlien Alex Getz snccninlxxl to Ponte- 
fract on wliicli T. Rice scored his first winning 
mount tills winter. Squeeler was the next choice 
to go overboard, tliis racer failing badl.v and not 
being placed. Mars Cassid.v trinmplied in it afti'r 
a hard effort to outstay Syrian. Swift Fox and 
Miss Kniter liad tlie call in the fiftli, but Merimee 
emplo.ved suicidal tactics on Swift Fox b.v keeping 
him in tlie worst part of tlie -course and rushing 
him into a ten lengths’ lead in tlie first half. 
He quit badl.v in tlie stretch, No Manager winning 
in tlie last strides. 

Billie Baker a Deceiver. 

Rillie Baker was tlie next offender. Tliis veteran 
found the track a bit tix> hard for liis delicate 
iiiideriiiniiing, Imt lie made a game effort and 
landed third, 'rrunsport winning li.v a liead from 
Mindii. MeTaggart’s energetic riding on Moss Fox 
was resixmsible for liis victory b.v a nose over 
Handfuli in tlie final race. McTaggart also 

piloted Henrj- R., the favorite, in tlie opener, mak- 
ing it three wins for the afternoon. 

Henr.v R.’s success marked tlie fourtli victor.v 
for that colt at this meeting and clearly stiuu)is 
him as tlie best of liis age shown liere. 

Jocke.v T. Henr.v. who came here from Jiiari’Z 
two weeks ago, had ids license grunted today and 
will accept mounts beginning Monda.v. 

Algernon Daingerfield. assistant secretary to tiie 
Jocke.v (’lull, sent notification here to trainers con- 
templating racing in tlie east, that it is imr»erative 
for them to make tiie necessary application for 
licenses at once as no temporary licenses will be 
issued by tlie stewards. 

Stake blanks for tlie Douglas Park and Latonia 
tracks, including to the Champioiisliip Stakes, were 
distributed to owners this afternoon by J. B.
